According to the Drift Proposal, four (4) new conultuen- 
ciec Ere giicn to Aiza-wl town which 1 strongly objected ts 
a m3.tter of principle on the following grounds ; 

1. At present, there are alrecdy four cons tititrcic' in 
Aizawl wliich is now going to be eight- Cut oi Ihe eight 
con tituencle', ‘■oine are going to have a small populrtion 
even lets than ten thawsand whereas ^ome Rural Constituen¬ 
cies have mrch larg-jr population and in fact, some are goitra 
to have double of the popu'ation in Aizawl town constituen- 
oic5. Hence, this is not justifled from the population point 
of view, 

2. The Rural constituencies are many times bigger in size 
than the Urban Conttituencies. I understand that Urban 
and Rural constituencies can not be mode equal in size. 
However, within the limitations, that difference can be rea¬ 
sonably reduced just by transferring two constituencies (out 
of four) from Aizawl to Rural areas, Aizawl will then have 
Six seats which is just sufficient from various consideration*. 
Therefore, the Draft proposal is not justified from the geo¬ 
graphical consideration. 

3. The town is the most accessible whereas an M.L.A. 
has to spend more than a month to cover all villages under 

rural conuituoncies. By giving all the four new seats to 
the town wo are depriving the benefits of the villagers. The 
poor villagers who have been waiting for the results of the 
Committee with anticipation arc going to be disappointed 
now. Therefore, I strongly feel that public convenience 
does not receive due consideration. 

4. The Draft proposal gives more than enough Represen¬ 
tation to the few Capitalists ctuoying life in the capital at the 
cost of the Rural poors whom they exploited. This goes 
against simple srithmatic calculation. I believe that in other 
parts of the country, the population in Urban constituencies 
are normally much more compared to rural constituencies. 

1 am afraid the Draft proposal violates the concept of Demo¬ 
cracy and that will not be fair in a Democratic Socialist India. 

Due to the four factors mentioned above, I am convinced 
that wc are going .to be subjected to sharp public criiiciitn. 
This is a vital issue that affects the future democratic founda. 
tlon for the new generations and tlicrefore, it is not »o simple 
a matter as can be finalised in one sitting. 

Under the circumstances stated above. I strongly suggest 
to avoid public cjticism by Just transferring two consti¬ 
tuencies from the Town which can be utilised for the creation 
of two more new constituencies in such a way that it relieves 
as many rural constituencies as possible as already submitted 
by mo in writing. As to the rest, the status quo as per the 
first and the original Draft proposal of the Commission may 
bo maintained subject to minor adjustments here and there.
